The other reason is that the public's faith in' restaurants is" 


growing, because restaurant cooking is better than it ever was 
before. Today, restaurateurs assert, a patrori can go to work 
on his meal with the firm conviction that it is "just like mother 
made." That is, it is made of good foods, well cooked and 
served in clean and attractive manner. 


Whether cooking ever really disappears from the home re- 


mains to be seen. There are many modern conveniences, 
food preparations and time-saving methods which make home- 
cooking less of a burden than formerly, and the luxury of a 
quiet, attractive home meal is still rather generally enjoyed. 


Be that as it may, better restaurant service is a fact. 'There 


is less disguising of foods, less over-seasoning, more good-sani- 
tation in kitchen and service, than there used to be.. Whatever 
has been responsible for this continued improvement in public 
eating places, the public has recognized the condition and has 
been'giving its patronage -generously to the deserving hash- 
houses. ••

A Drive on Tax Dodgers. 


The federal government has started an intensive drive 


against tax-dodgers. 
It is hoped to collect a record-breaking- 


amount of back federal taxes this year, and thereby add to 
Uncle'Sam's resources somewhere around $300,000,000. 


If'necessary, drastic measures will be taken to collect the 


overdue and unpaid taxes. Warrants of distraint will be issued 
in stubborn cases which call for the seizure and sale of the 
property of the delinquents. Under these warrants, after cer- 
tain exemptions have been made, enough "goods, chattels and 
effects" of the non-payer may be sold to pay the amount, of 
the tax, plus a penalty of five per cent, and interest at the 
modest rate of 12 per cent per year.

Her brother Intended to enter Har- 
vard. She Is well known in Boston and 
New York society circles. 


The Wendell family is an old and 


noted one, came from Portsmouth, N. 
H. The old Jacob Wendell house is 
still standing and remains in the pos- 
session of the Wendells, 


Originally three 
brothers 
of 
the 


Wendell family, Isaac and Abraham, 
settled in the New Hampshire seaport. 
All of the brothers mraried and their 
descendants may be found scattered 
throughout New England today. 


Jacob Wendell, usually referred to 


as "Old Jacob Wendell", a great grand 
father of the girl who is now Lady 
Carnarvon, married, became the father 
of three sons, engaged in business, and 
erected the old home in Portsmouth 
-which bears his name. 


His son, Mark E. Wendell, moved to 


Boston, where he founded the com- 
mercial firm of Wendell-Payne Co. 
George B. Wendell, the next son, fol- 
lowed the sea, and for many years 
was a. sailing master out of Ports- 
mouth. The third son, Jacob Wendell, 
Jr., early in life went to New York 
where he became the head of the firm 
of Jacob Wendell Company, of Worth 
street, and in turn became the father 
of three sons. 


All of the sons were educated at 


Harvard college. One of them, the fa- 
mous Professor Barrett Wendell, was 
for 37 years a professor of English at 
Harvard. He retired as professor eme- 
ritus In 1917, after having 
written 


many books and being generally con- 
sidered one of the foremost men of 
letters In America. He died on Feb. 
8, 1891, at the home In Boston. 
Another of the brothers, Evert J. Wen- 
dell, Harvard 'S2, will be forever fa- 
mous to wearers of the Crimson. He 
was a noted athlete and held for many 
years the intercollegiate record for the 
100 and 220-yard dash. 


The Harvard H Book of Athletes, 


says of Evert J. Wendell: "To begin

Rear Admiral Harry S. Knapp. U. 


S. N.. retired, was suddenly stricken 
r'riday noon while on a.trolley car in 
Hartford, Conn., and 
died while he 


was being taken to the Hartford Hos- 
pital. He was retired from the 
navy 


June. 27, 1020, and had commanded the 
American Naval Forces ir. Kuropvan 
waters in 1919-20. He was 
born fn 


New Britain, Conn., on June -27. 1^56, 
the son of Frederic and Mary (Burrilt) 
Knapp. 


Admiral Knapp succeeded 'c the 


command of tho European fleet when 
Vice Admiral W. S. Sims returned to 
the United States in 1919. He 
was 


graduated from the 
HartCorrt Public 


High School in 1S74 and was appointed 
to the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis by Senator Joseph R. Haw- | 
ley. Being graduated from the Nru'Al I 
Academy in 1S7S, he became a midship- 
man in 1SSO and passed through all the | 
grades up to rear admiral, to which i 
rank he was commissioned in January. 
1917. 
He became vice admiral in 19J9. 


The first vessel commanded by Admiral 
Knapp was the Charleston. 
Next he 


commanded the Tennessee, on which, 
in" 1911. he took President Taft to in- 
spect "the Panama Canal, then in ;r.-i>- 
cess of construction. He was ordered 
to duty in connection with the Flo "Ma 
in 1911 at the navy yard in New i'iik, 
and took command of this vessel when 
she was commissioned.

as one of the foremost authorities on 
international law in the United Stales 
Navy. Before the entry 
of America 


into the war he served as one of thr?o 
members of a special neutrality board 
to advise the United States govern- 
ment upon matters of international 
law. more especially with respect to 
the German illegal practices 
at sea, 


growing out of their submarine cam- 
paign.- Later he was celled to Paris 
as a naval adviser to the American 
Peace Mission, and while there served 
upon an international committee to 
formulate a code to govern the oper- 
ation of air craft.
